FOOTSORE AND RAGGED

Marfa, Texas, January 18.—Foot- 
gore, ragged, almost © famished from 
their three days’ march on foot of 67 
miles over a wind-swept mountain 
road, the 3,300 Mexican federal sol- 
diers and generals routed from Ojinaga, 
Mexico, by the rebels, with 1,067 wom- 
en and about 300 children and infants, 
@rrived today within a few miles of 
Marfa, whence they are to be trans- 
ported by train to Fort Bliss at El 
Paso. ; 

The ragged remnant of the Huerta 
army, which sought asylum in this 
country rather than face possible ex- 
termination by the rebels, will be 
formally interned at Fort Bliss, as 
wards of the government. They will

General Mercado, riding 
on a horse, his uniform covered with 
dust, was confessedly humiliated, not 
only at the defeat of his army and 
the necessity for his flight, but also 
because of a report from Mexico City 
that he would be court-martialed 
should he return to his native country.

fild Bern on the March. 

The picturesque march afoot through 
American territory of so many foreign 
soldiers, and women with their bag- 
gage, abounded with incident. The 
birth of a child, the death of several 
wounded soldiers, the search for water 
in the desert, the constant straggling 
away from the line of march and the 
rounding up again of scores of the 
refugees were some-of the difficulties 
with which the United States calvary- 
men had to contend. The Mexicans 
outnumbered the escorting American 
soldiers, ten to one. 

Viewed from a hilltop, the oncoming 
army as it sig-zagged through the 
mountain passes and reached backward 
into the dusty distance ten miles away, 
was a picture of exhaustion, although 
the prospect of soon reaching their 
destination seemed revive fresh 
courage. 

Since they were routed from Ojinaga, 
the Mexican soldiers have had only 
scant food supplies. Their march to 
Marfa was made possible by the 
establishment of the three camps pro- 
vided en route. But these camps were 
supplied with limited rations, because 
all foodstuffs and water had to be car- 
ried by wagon. Many of the foreign- 
@€rs are poorly clad and without blan- 
kets, and their suffering at night was 
intense. 

Women the Best Marchers. 

Of all the marchers, the Mexican 
women are the best. There were in- 
stances of women who yielded their 
places on horseback or burros to men. 
This confirmed the prediction of Gen- 
eral Mercado that the women would 
in no way impede the march of the 
column, as all were hardy, accustomed 


to 


during as much fatigue as the men, 

The marching column was stretched 
over a great distance to prevent con- 
fusion and to reduce as much as possi- 
ble suffering from the dust that rose 
in great clouds from the well-traveled 
road. All semblance of the uniform 
ranks of an army was gone. It was 
a curious mingling of people and ani- 
mals, while in places the women, with 
their red dresses and shawls, gave a 
touch of brilliant color to the scene. 
Wherever there was space in the line 
or between a horse’s legs there was 
almost sure to be a mongrel dog. 

A little group of women by the road- 
side attested the birth of a child. The 
old women who attended announced 
that a little girl had joined the pro- 
cession, and the news traveled down 
the entire line, ‘rousing a fire of con- 
versation. 


Rooster Crowed in Triumph. 

. A rooster, saved from the wreck. of 
Ojinaga, crowded his triumph from the 
back of a burro, to which he was care- 
fully attached with a leather string. 
A little boy sang in a low tone a wild 
air, half Spanish and half savage, and 
the music-loving natives crowded 
closer to encourage him with loud 
applause. 

The procession passed a crude cross 
stuck in the middle of a little pile of 
stones. It marked the spot re a 
man had been killed. Many crossed 
themselves at sight of the emblem. 
Childron perched on the top of burros 
that were almost severed bv their bur- 
dens of domestic property, luaghed and 
beat the animals with sticks.. The men 
who had tobacco dexteriously rolled 
straw-paper cigarettes as they trudged 
along. .Now and then some one stag- 
gered to the roadside and sat down, to 
be picked up by the relief wagons fol- 
lowing the main body of refugees. 

A burro dropped from his back a 
bundle of little ironwood sticks, the 
principal fire wood of the district, and 


5,000 MEN STRKE 
FOR SAKE OF 2 MEN

All trains will be run to their termi- 
nals to avold tying up mall and ex- 
press. Agents, telegraphers, signal 
men and tower men will be permitted 
to remain on duty until noon. Union 


men expressed the opinion tonight that 
at that hour the entire system would 
be. tied up. 

C. S. Sims, vice president and general 
manager of the company, who was no- 
tified as soon as the strike order was 
signed, immediately appealed by tele- 
Sraph to the federal board of media- 
tion and conciliation in Washington, 
requesting it tointervene. C. W. W. 
Hanger, assistant commissioner and 
secretary of the board, wired union 
representatives here asking the with- 
holding of the strike order pending 
mediation. The telegram was received 
two hours after committeemen and 
@rand lodge officers had left to draw 
the men from the gervice. 

For Sake of Two Men. 


Martin O. Carry, vice president of 
the Order of Railway Conductors, tel- 
egraphed Commissioner Hanger that 
his instructions from the grand lodge 
officers were that “a settlement might 
be affected only by the reinstatement 
of teh two men whose cases were unset- 
tled.” 

Grievances date back more than a 
year. ‘Union men say that company 
officials laid off one representative of 
each brotherhood. Company officials 
say five men were discharged because 
they disobeyed orders. The men assert 
the five were given verbal orders by 
subordinate officers, which conflicted 
with the company’s rules, and that by 
obeying the orders they, of necessity, 
had to infringe upon the rules. The 
cases of three men were amicably ad- 
justed. 


UUTLAW'S WOMAN 
WOUNDED IN LEG 


Wound Result of Accidental 
Shot From Beardsley’s Pis- 
tol—Outlaw Says He Will 
Surrender Wednesday. 


Mayville, N. Y. January 18.—Fd- 
ward Beardsley still holds his barri- 
caded shack near Summerdale. Lying 
on a bed in the front room of the house 
is the woman known as Mrs. Beards- 
ley. She has a bullet in her right leg. 
One of the children accidentally knock- 
ed Beardsley’s revolver off the window 
sill and the bullet hit her, according to 
Beardsley’s statement. 

Plians for Capture Miscarried. 

Sheriff Anderson's plans for the out- 
law’s capture miscarried this morning, 
but Beardsley said he would surrender 
Wednesday to Day F. Pickard, who has 
been retained by his brothers as his 
counsel. Provided the nine children 
have been delivered to a brother and 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Austin, of 
Youngsville, Pa., Beardsley says he 
will go to Mayville with Pickard and 
surrender to Sheriff Anderson. 

The sheriff this afternooh promised 
to give Beardsley until Wednesday 
noon. Meanwhile the sheriff will pro- 
vide food. Although the woman who 
has kept watch with him needs medi- 
cal attention, Beardsley refused to let 
a physician enter the house tonight. 
He demanded that the doctor pass the 
bandages and antiseptics through the 
window. 

If Beardsley does not give up the 
children and the woman by Wednesday 
noon Sheriff Anderson intends to storm 
the house. Two sharpshooters, Wil- 
liam Fred Repper and C. J. L. Sunberg 
will lead the deputies. 

Heard Woman’s Moans. 

Charles Benz and Floyd Parker, who 
heard the shot that wounded Beards- 
ley’s woman companion today tele- 
phoned to Dr. Reynolds at Mayville. 
The doctor begged to be allowed to 
enter the house to attend the woman 
whose moans could be heard. 

“No,” said Beardsley. *T know what 
I am doing. This woman is not my 
wife. I want you to ask that Sheriff 
to send Mrs. Beardsley here. She’s 
the woman in the jail. She will take 
eare of Mrs. Pier, Mrs. Edna Pier.” 

Dr. Reynolds supplied Beardsley with 
bandages and antiseptics and directed 
him how to dress the wound. 

An hour before the shooting Beards- 
ley held what amounted to a public re- 
ception. Several sightseers who had 
eluded the guard approached the house 
and Beardsley called two to the win- 
dow and talked freely with them. He 
signed a number of picture post cards 
and a collection of $7.25 was taken 
and passed through the broken window 
to the outlaw, who stood on guard with 
rifle in hand. 
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FRIENDLY SPIRIT 
SHOWN BY WILSON 
IN TRUST MESSAGE 


President Wishes Business 
Men to Be Assured of Ad- 
ministration’s. Intention to 
Welcome Suggestions. 


FREE CRITICISM ASKED 
OF PROPOSED MEASURES 


Wilson Favors.Public Hear- 
ings on Measures—Ample 
Time to Be Given for Ad- 
justment to New Laws. 


Washington, January 18.—President 
Wilson's message on anti-trust reform, 
which he will read to congress Tues- 
day, had received its finishing touches 


today. 

The message will be the opening 
utterance by the administration on the 
scope of legislation it believes should 
be enacted promptly, not only to cor- 
rect those evils in modern business 
gwenerally deprecated by public opin- 
ion, but to construct a System of gov- 
ernment assistance that will stimu- 
late business enterprise and develop- 
ment. 

The president, in pointing out the 
way to legislation on specific phases of 
the trust question, intends to empha- 
size the necessity for a friendly spirit 
in approaching the task. He wishes 
business men to be assured of the ad- 
ministration’s intention to welcome 
suggestion and common counsel and to 
afford those affected ample time to 
adjust themselves to new laws or con- 
ditions. 

The president opposed hearings on 
the tariff and ourrency measures, as 
he believed comgress and the country 
had made up its mind on the details, 
and that hearings meant unnecessary 
delay, but free criticism and expres- 
sion of opinion on the trust program 
by all concerned is desired by Mr. Wil- 
son, as he thinks public hearings will 
facilitate the passage of the bills. 

The Points Covered by Wilson. 

Bummed up, the administration pro- 
gram on trust reform for the present 
session of congress, covers the follow- 
ing points: 

1, Supplemental legislationg to the 
Sherman anti-trust - law. President 
Wilson, members of his cabinet and 
majority leaders in congress are 
agreed that the Sherman law itself 
should not be altered. To do so, they 
hold, might mean impairing the use- 
fulness of the act and cast doubt upon 
the meaning of decisions hitherto ren- 
dered on it by the courts. Without 
amending the Sherman law, certain 
additions are intended in mo way con- 
travening the force of the act, yet clar- 
ifying it by enumerating in separate 
laws those practices which have come 
to be known as wrong, such as the 
making of secret, written or oral 
agreements or understandings looking 
to discrimination in credit, the fixing 
of prices, underselling and other means 
of stifling competition, 

2. The prohibition of interlocking di- 
rectorates. It is intended not only to 
prevent the multiple control of cor- 
porations, but the exercise through 
“dummy” directors of an identity of 
interest by a corporation or corpora- 
tions in concerns doing a cognate busi- 
ness. Legislation as well as powers 
of publicity to be invested in govern- 
ment bureaus is expected to correct 
these abuses. 

2. The creation of an _ interstate 
trade committee, merged with the bu- 
reau of corporations, to furnish in- 
formation to the business world and 
at the same time act as a board of con- 
ciliation in helping corporations to ad- 
just themselves. It would assist the 
courts in carrying out decrees of disso- 
lution and would have a court’s power 
of inquisition. The president’s idea 
is to safeguard the committee so it 
would have no arbitrary powers of reg- 
ulation. The national civic federation, 
it is understood, already has indorsed 
the idea. 

Holding Companies Barred. 

4. The prohibition of holding com- 
panies. Corporations or individuals 
could not, under proposed legislation, 
be interested through the holding of 
shares or otherwise in the business 
of actual or potential competitors or 
concerns doing a cognate business and 
the groupinfg of non-competitive cor- 
porations would be permitted only aft- 
er the interstate trade committee would 
have determined that no restraint of 
trade or monopoly could ensue. 

5. The supervision by the interstate 
commerce commission of the issuance 
of railroad stocks and bonds and the 
uses to which funds so obtained are 
put. Legislation granting additional 
powers along this line to the interstate 
commerce commission already is being 
drafted. This subject is expected to 
develop considerable debate, for while 
the supervision of railroad stock is- 
sues is g*eeady practiced by state com- 
missions, sa are varying opinions 
among adminieo. “*sp advisers as to 
the success of the method. It is 
understood railroads themselves would 
welcome such supervision and the pro- 
ponents of the idea including the pres- 
ident himself believe the reform means 
a method of protecting the public from 
overcapitalization and stock watering 
and from the diversion of funds desig- 
nated for actual improvements to ques- 
tionable financial operations. 
Individuals to Benefit by U. S. Suits. 

6. Individuals to benefit by govern- 
ment suits. At present, a person or 
corporation injured through an alleged 
unlawful combination is required to 
prove the illegality of the combination. 
Legislation permitting aggrieved par- 
ties to use as a basis for their dam- 
age suits whatever adjudications the 
government may have obtained in civil 
or criminal proceedings is intended. 

7. Provision for the punishment of 
individual offenders. It is proposed 
to include penalties not only for per- 
sons at the head of corporations prac- 
ticing unlawful acts, but for those in- 
dividuals: responsible for the direction 
ef unlawful restraint of trade.

BEAVERS BLAMES 
AITICS OF POLE 


Chief -Declares That Men 
Who Roast Work of Po- 
licemen Are Responsible 
for the Crime -Wave. | 


“The critics of the police department 
are responsible for the increased prev- 
alence of crime.” 

Thus spoke Chief Beavers Sunday 
afternoon to a reporter for The Con- 
stitution while talking of the crime} 
wave that has spread over the city. 
The chief was in his office at police 
headquarters, where he had come 
to take personal charge of a number 
of cases which have overworked the 
department for the past several days. 

“Criticism of the police invites in- 
vasion of the criminal element,” he 
said. “If the police are attacked for 
enforcing any kind of law, it indicates 
to the foreign crook that sentiment is 
largely against police methods, and 
the police administration is sorely dis- 
liked by the community and that the 
wrongdoer will find better faring there 
than elsewhere. 


An Open Invitation. 


“If a respectable and esteemed citi- 
zen arraigns the police administration 
through the newspapers the criminal] 
Classes of other cities are made aware 
of it. It is an alluring invitation for 
crooks who suspect they can find in 
Atlanta a certain kind of immunity 
because of the issue apparently being 
taken between the police department 
and community. 

“Whenever a criminal enters the 
city we are bound to have a crime of 
some sort, because he lives solely by 
misdeeds. When the criminal learns 
that the police are being criticised by 
dependable citizens, he feels that the 
police are not as effective as they 
would be under harmonious conditions, 
and that the wrongdoer—in that the 
police are working under difficulties— 
will stand better chances of succeed- 
ing. 

“So, I say it, and without fear of 
contradiction or disagreement, that the 
increase in crime is largely due to 
the criticism of the police department 
which has been spread to the nation 
during the past several months. As 
s00n as the entire community falls 
into accord with the department, then, 
and not till then, will we have idea] 
conditions from a police standpoint. 

Atianta Not Responsible. 

“There isn’t such an increase in 
wrongdoing as one would gather at 
first glance. It is true we are having 
more crime outside of Atlanta, but the 
Atlanta police can’t be plamed for 
what happens in Cobb county and Col- 
lege Park. It also is true that Atlanta 
might 
criminals who committed these acts. 
Atlanta, however, isn’t immune from 
the invasion of crooks—neither is any 
other city. 

“But Atlanta can dof; away with a 
large percentage of her criminal ele- 
ment if the police and that class of 
citizen which opposes the department 
can work in accord. Not only will we 
be able to do away with the criminal 
in our midst, but prevent further in- 
vasion.”’ 


STATE-OWNED RAILWAYS

FEDERAL PROBERS 


Believed That Judge Will 
Make Statement of His Of- 
ficial Conduct Before Com. 
mittee This Morning. 


COL. HUFF WILL ACT 
AS CHIEF ACCUSER 


Many Sweeping Charges 
Made Against Jurist, In- 
cluding Attempted Bribery 
and Use of Drugs. 


Macon. Ga., January 18.—(Special.)-— 


The stage is set for the hearings in the 
investigation of Federal Judge Emor) 
Speer, which will begin here tomorrow 
morning at 19 o'clock. Members of the 
house committee who will conduct the 
inquiry arrived here at 8:30 o'clock to- 
night. The will be held in 
the federal courtroom, and will be open 
to the public. 

The indications tonight are that 
Judge Speer will go before the commit- 
tee the first thing Monday morning 
and make a statement of his official 
conduct during his twenty-eight years 
of service on the federal bench in the 
southern district of Georgia. 

There are those in Macon 
who believe that this argument 
will be convincing enough to bring the 
case n sudden end: but, on the othe! 
hand, Colonel W. A. Huff, whose con- 
viction for contempt of court preceded 
the charges against Judge Speer, de 
clares that there shall be no whit 
wash. Colonel Huff is said to be th: 
chief accuser. 

Huff and Speer Meet. 

lor the first time in six weeks, Colo 
nel Huff was able to leave his roon: 
this afternoon. He attended the fu 
neral of the late Editor C. R. Pendle- 
ton, and was elbow to elbow with 
Judge Speer. Not a word was er- 
changed between the two. 

The investigation is much the same 
as a grand jury inquiry. With the 
exception of the statement of Judge 
Speer, only the witnesses against him 
are to be heard, and there are 115 of 
these. If the committee finds that the 
charges have sufficient ground for a 
further inquiry, the next step would 
be a recommendation that impeach- 
ment charges be preferred. 

The charges against Judge Speer are 
the result of an inquiry made by R. 
Coiton Lewis, a special examiner from 
the department of justice, covering a 
period of two months’ work last sum- 
mer.

would like the exact situation to be 
known so those who discuss it may do 
so advisedly. The fact is that I have 
made it perfectly clear to everyone 
concerned that the administration is 
not committed to the principle of such 
pay. 

“Tl said that if details of a bill could 
be agreed upon containing all those ad- 
vantages to the ‘federal government 
which advocates of the principle ar- 
gued would demonstrate the desira- 
bility and xddvisability of adopting the 
principle ,of militia pay, I then would 
taxe the matter up withthe president 
and announce a conclusion thereon. 

“For the purpose of having the sub- 
ject presented in its best possible 
shape, the suggested draft of the bill 
has received the consideration of the 
judge advocate general of the army, 
the militia affairs division, the gzeneral 
staff, the executive committee of the 
Naional Guard association, the adju- 
tant generals of all the states and the 
national militia board.

FARM MISSIONARIES. 

Reports from Athens are that practically 
every county in the state is represented 
at the winter school conducted by the 
Georgia state agricultural college. Girls 
and boys are present. Fathers and sons 
study side by side. Courses range all the 
way from farm economics to practical de- 
tails of the most minute description. 

These winter schools have, of course, a 
very definite and extensive value to those 
who personally attend them. Whatever 
the age or station of the student, he will 
inevitably go back home with a more in- 
telligent understanding of the business of 
agriculture, and that means much to himself 
and the state. ‘ 

But even more important is the larger 
view that comprehends these men and 
women as farm missionaries. Here we have 
practically all of the Georgia counties rep- 
resented at the fountainhead of practical 
agricultural education in Georgie. This 
means that they will return each to his 
respective county as’ a vital and aggressive 
missionary of the principles of scientific 
farming. 

Incidentally, it is a source for gratifica- 
tion that the courses in the winter school 
bear, to a large extent, upon such training 
as will encourage methods against the boll 
Diversification of crops and seed 
selection, with especial reference to cotton, 
are among the topics to which much atten- 
tion is given. In this respect, the work of 
the school is invaluable. For .each man 
and woman, each boy and girl will go home 
with a very clean-cut idea of the menace of 
the insect, and the most approved way to 
draw his fangs.

THIS RAILROAD DOESN'T KILL. 


In 1913 the Pennsylvania railroad hauled 
111,000,000 passengers without killing one in 
a train accident. The event is sufficiently 
notable, but is not unique in the history of 
this splendid railroad. In 1909 and 1910 it 
achieved a similar record, though the num- 
ber of passengers handled was far less than 
in the year that has just gone into history. 

That it is possible for the Pennsylvania 
to set an example of this striking sort to 
the nation is due to two facts: (1) Safety 
mechanical appliances, carried to the last 
possible degree, and including a well-looked- 
after right of way and modern equipment; 
(2) efficiency in management and a high 
degree of efficiency and discipline among 
employees. 

If it is possible for a railroad with the 
tremendous mileage of the Pennsylvania 
to observe a year without losing the life of 
a passenger in a train accident, it should 
be possible for railroads throughout the 
country to make an approximate record. It 
is, of course, unreasonable to expect that 
every mile of rail in the United States 
should be wholly free from fatalities. But 
the Pennsylvania and several smaller roads 
have shown that the list of casualties can 
be reduced materially. 

The other railroads can make life safe 
by the same rules observed on the Pennsyl- 
vania, and these are proper equipment and 
efficiency and discipline. As it now is, the 
railroads of the United States, especially in 
the east and in the. south, are radically 
handicapped. Their rolling stock and loco- 
motive power is effete. Their road-beds, 
their rights-of-way and their equipment gen- 
erally is way below par. 

The railroads argue that to standardize 
and make life safer, they must float securi- 
ties to the aggregate value of a billion dol- 
lars. They cannot float these securities 
until their income is larger and more stable. 
To effect the latter end they have applied 
to the interstate commerce commission for 
authority to slightly increase their freight 
tariffs. 

The one obstacle in the way is public 
misgiving that if the railroads are granted 
these increases, the resultant sums will go, 
in like fashion, with the old buccaneering 
days, in melons and Wall street manipula- 
tion rather than betterment. That misgiv- 
ing removed, and it is in process of being 
dissipated, the railroads will be able to ne- 
gotiate loans, and an enormous sum will 
filter with its vitalizing influence into every 
channel of national activity. 

In the meantime, it is well to remember 
that the same perfection in operation that 
saves lives also prevents congestion of 
freight traffic. What the Pennsylvania has 


done in the former direction is only an in- 
dication of what it has also done, and of 


what other roads, given the facilities, can do 
in the latter direction—ministering to the 
swift dispatch of the business of the country.

Recipes From Other Lands. 


“Recipes from Hast and West” is a small 
cookery book containing recipes that sound 


yery strange to our ears, but the combina- 
tion will dowbtless 


prove savory when we 
try them, as the are the 
best liked dishes of 
many countries. 

The compiler of this 
new cook book, Euter- 
pe Craies, has allowed 
certain English prefer- 
ences to creep into all 
the recipes. Yet he or 
she, I have not decided 
which, does not hesitate 
to praise the favorite 
dishes of every nation. 
The Welsh rabbit in 
this collection is the 
bona fide article. Be- 
fore I give you the 
recipe let me tell you 
what a Welsh man told 
me. He said, “It is 
rabbit, not rarebit, if 
vou plaze you mem, just 
like you American do 
be saying Cincinnati chicken when you mean 
smoked ham.” 

To make this very proper rabbit grate a 
quarter of a pound of well flavored cheese, 
(chedder, if you havg it) or high old New 
York cream cheese. Now put the following 
ingredients into the brazier in the order 
named: Four tablespoons of thick cream, 
four mustard spoons of made mustard, one 
tablespoon of butter, one tablespoon of vine- 
gar, a sprinkling of white pepper and then 
the cheese. 

Have toast ready; it should be toasted on 
one side only and the untoasted side must 
be well buttered. When the cheese mixture 
is smooth and very hot spread it on the 
buttered side of the toast and eat at once. 

Fried sweetbreads is a popular Swiss dish. 
They blanch the sweetbreads — in boiling 
water and remove the fibres just as we do. 
After they are cooled between two heavy 
boards, to make them firm, they are sliced 
in thin strips. These are egged and bread- 
ed and then sprinkled with Swiss cheese 
grated fine, and rolled in more crumbs. The 
strips are laid in a frying basket and im- 
mersed in deep fat and fried until very 
brown. 

Pan-dowdy is really a French way of 
making a great apple tart with a satisfying 
rich pastry shell. In France apples are as 
much a treat as orangescare here, and this 
old-fashioned dish of ours is a favorite there 
with particular diners. 

They pare and slice tart apples until they 
have enough to fill an earthen cooking dish 
with a layer two inches thick. A third as 
much sugar as apples is used. The baking 
dish is rubbed with butter and the apples 
and sugar placed in it; over this is grated 
a whole nutmeg and a tablespoon of but- 
ter pricked into bits is added with a cup 
of cold water. This is covered with a very 
rich pastry top about half an inch thick. 
It is baked an hour and kept hot thirty mir- 
utes longer. The pastry top will puff up 
beautifully and the apples beneath will be 
a fine rich red color. 

It should be served from the dish it was 
baked in with plenty of dessert sugar and 
cream. If any of my readers desire a good 
pastry recipe that can be made rich and 
short, or quite plain, I will be glad to send 
one if a stamped addressed envelope is en- 
closed with request.

The gunpowder plot of 1604 Was one of 
the mot villainous conspiracies ever con- 
ceived, and had Guy Fawkes and his con- 
federates succeeded, England would prac- 
tically have become depopulated of its gov- 
ernment. 

Although the name Fawkes is most famil- 
iarly associated with this plot, the origina- 
tor was Robert Catesby, a gentleman of 
ancient family. Having revolved in his 
own mind a project for destroying at one 
blow the king, lords and commons. Catesby 
communicated it to Thomas Winter, a gen- 
tleman of Worcestershire, who at first ex- 
pressed great horror but was afterwards 
induced to co-operate in the plot. Winter it 
was who secured the assistance of Fawkes, a 
gentleman of good family, but actuated by 
a spirit of ferocious fanaticism. 

Other confederates were gradually added, 
and in a secluded hquse in Lambéth, oaths 
of secrecy were taken. Thomas Percy, a 
distant relative of the earl of Northumber- 
land, agreed to hire a house adjoining the 
building where the parliament met, and it 
was resolved to undermine and blow up the 
legislature by carrying a mine through the 
wall 

Preparations for this dastardlv plot were 
completed about the month of May, 1605, and 
the time fixed for carrying out the conspfr- 
acy was set for October 3, the day upon 
which the legislators should meet. Parlia- 
ment, however. was not opened until two 
days later. 

The plot was discovered upon the eve of 


its being carried out, by one of the conspira- 
tors turning traitor. Sir Thomas Knevett, 
a Westminster magistrate with several at- 
tendants, visited the céllar, seized Fawkes at 
the door, and carried aim off to Whitehall, 
where in the royal bedchamber he was in- 
terrogated by the king and council and 
thence was conveyed to the tower. 

Upon hearing of Fawkes’ arrest the re- 
maining conspirators, with the exception pf 
Tresham, fled from London to the place of 
rendezvous in Warwickshire. They were 
overtaken there at the mansion of Holbeach, 
where Catesby, and three others, refusing to 
surrender, were slain. The remainder, taken 
prisoners in different places, were carried 
to London, tried, and condemned, with their 
associate, Guy Fawkes. 

When Fawkes was placed on trial and 
was asked by the king if he was not sorry 
for his attack on the royal family, he re- 
plied that “a desperate deed requires a des- 
perate remedy.’ He said he was sorry for 
nothing but that the plot had failed, and 
added that “one of my objects was to blow 
the Scots back into Scotland.” 

Fawkes was removed from the tower the 
same night and was subjected to further ex- 
amination the following day. He was so 
reticent in his giving of information that it 
was necessary to put him on the racks, which 
was done on the 8th. This so subdued his 
spirit that he gave a history of the conspir- 
acy, but without revealing any names. The 
next day, however, he gave the names of the 
men when he learned that some of them had 
been captured near Holbeach. 

On January 27, 1606, Fawkes, with the 
two Winters, Grant, Rockwood, Keyes and 
Bates, were tried before a special commis- 
sion in Westminster Hall. They all pleaded 
“not guilty,” even to Fawkes. When Fawkes 
was asked how he could raise such a plea 
after his confession of guilt, he replied that 
he would not retract his statement, but the 
indictment implicated “the Holv Fathers” in 
the plot, which was unwarranted. All of 
the ~risoners were found guilty as soon as 
their confessions were read. Sir Edward 
Digby was then tried and convicted separ- 
ately. Finally judgment of death was pass- 
ed upon all. 

On Friday, January 31, all the conspira- 
tors were drawn from the tower to the old 
Palace of Westminster where a scaffold had 
been erected. Fawkes was the last to 
mount. He was so weak and ill from tor- 
ture it was necessary to help him up the 
ladder. He spoke briefly and asked forgive- 
ness of the king and the state. His actions 
at the time of his execution were in strong 
contrast with those at the trial. Then he 
was defiant; even sarcastic. 

His actions failed to elicit the slightest 
sympathy which might otherwise have been 
felt for him, for undoubtedly Fawkes was 
working as a tool for a number of other 
men very much higher up. The attempt to 
make the gunpowder plot a religious rather 
than a political conspiracy for the most part 
failed. 


Want Hillyer as Director 
Of Federal Reserve Bank

In banking and business circles of Macon 
and other cities of the state, L. P. Hillyer, 
vice president of the American National 
bank, of Macon, president of the Georgia 
Bankers’ association, and one of the best 
known men in the state, is being spoken of 
as a probable director in the proposed new 
remional bank to be established in the south- 
eastern section of the country. It is prob- 
able the bank will be located in Atlanta. 

Lettes urging him to be a candidate for 
a place on the board of nine directors of the 
new reginol bank have been received from 
some of the best bankers and business men 
in this section and strong indorsement has 
accompanied tnem. Mr. Hillyer will no 
doubt be willing to accept the place and 
there is probably no man in the state who 
would be more acceptable to the banking 
interests. 

For twenty odd years Mr. Hillyer was 
secretary and moving spirit in the state 
bankers’ association, being re-elected each 
year to succeed himself. Last year-he was 
unanimously elected president. 

He has been actively identified with the 
work of the American National Bankers’ as. 
sociation, having served on their most im- 
portant boards and committees for many 
years, and had an important part in shaping 
the affairs of the national association.

“PASSING” OF THE J. P.’S. 

Does the abolitron of the justice of the 
peace courts in Atlanta presage the passing 
from Georgia of its oldest branch of the 
judiciary? I should think not, and think it 
so sincerely that I am tempted to yare- 
phrase Macaulay's famous sentence about 
the visit of the lone New Zealander. For 
when that traveler “takes a stand On @, 
broken arch of London bridge to sketclt 
the ruins of St. Paul's,” he will find the 
squire or magistrate still with us. 

I think it was Judge Bleckley whe 
said that the best justice of the ‘peace wa 
the one who knew the least law. The most 
successful holders of the office are lay- 
men who abound in common sense and char- 
acter and who do essential justice without 
regard to the technicalities of the statutes. 
Many good stories are told of them, An old 
magistrate in south Georgia, after hearing 
a trivial suit, announced to the lawyers that 
argument would be unnecessary. On® @ 
young man, insisted that he be heard and 
began a foray of forensic eloquence. In 
the midst of a period he was interrupted. 

“You can r’ar, curn’l, but I've done thrus 
this case agin’ you,” said the judge. 

Many rural magistrates hold the office 
during a lifetime. The records of the gOV~ 
ernor’s office will show the names of s@v- 
eral who continued term after term for 
forty or fifty years. Some such are in of- 
fice now. They are the sages of their re- 
spective communities. They care little for 
fees and earn but little in the way of money, 
but much in the way of general respect. 
They are arbiters more than judges. The 
term “court” applied to their sessions is 4 
misnomer. If they had no official distinc- 
tion, these men, so lofty in thought and 
just in action, would still perform most of 
the duties of the office, which consist of 
settling disputes, protecting the weak 
against the strong and preserving the peace 
of their communities. Their positions are 
analagous to the old lords of the manor. 
They are natural leaders of men. 

Are They Becoming Commercial? 

A eountry lawyer tells me that mafny 
rural magistrates are becoming tainted with 
the sin of commercialism. But I do not be- 
lieve this evil will ever be so general as to 
destroy the good old institution. 

The reason it became desirable to sup- 
Plant the J. P. courts in the cities with mu- 
nicipal courts was due to the cities and not 
to inherent faults in the courts. 

The justice of the peace court is not-a 
city institution. It originated as a rural ne- 
cessity and has been gauged by rural needs 
It does not fit in with the concreteness of 
city life. 

Thus one of its virtues as a rural con- 
venience becomes a vice in the city, i. e.. 
the fee system. Allowed moderate fees the 
country magistrate gets fair pay for the 
little time he gives to the work of his office, 
and, being under the surveillance of his 
neighbors, cannot easily oppress his con- 
stituents. Usually he is some good farmer 
Or cross-roads merchant, and is in nowise 
dependent on the earnings of public place., 

In the cities men devote their entire time 
to the office, and they must live. There can 
be no measure of that surveillance which 
exists in the country. They can oppress the 
weak and keep the strong in ignorance of 
their wrongdoing. They can do a great deal 
of wrong and the meanest kind, because 
the helpless usually are their victims. 

But our city justice of the peace courts 
became obnoxious, not so much because of 
the above faults, but because of faults of 
more or less local significance. In the cities * 
they have been entirely too numerous. With 
a regular elected magistrate and an appoint- 
ed magistrate in each militia district, At- 
lanta had about twenty of these courts. 
Under the law each court had jurisdiction 
over all the city. If you had a suit to bring 
you would file it in that court whose judge 
was most favorable to you. If yow lived 
in Oakland City you might have to go to 
the far end of Peachtree street to make 
answer to one brought against you. 

In all probability the case would be tried 
by a judge outside of your district, whose 
re-election you would not oppose. 

Also, under the state law, the election 
of a constable is a useless formality; for 
the effect of the law is to permit each jus- 
tice of the peace to name his own consta- 
bles. He can dismiss the one elected any 
time he wishes and employ any one he 
pleases to serve his papers. The law was 
made for the country, to avoid useless spe- 
cial elections. In the cities it worked badly. 
While many good men serve as constables. 
the incentive for wrongdoing has been too 
strong for many of the weak ones. 

Municipal Court an Experiment. 

Undoubtedly the municipal court marks an 
advance, but for a year or more it will be 
experimental. It is unlikely that the idea 
will ever be applied outside the cities. 

Kut some needed reforms might be made 
in the justice of the peace court system in 
general. The courts are on too low a plane 
even in the country. Frequently it is im- 
possible to get a first-class man to serve 
them as judge. They should be permitted 
to give final judgment in suits involving 
things of minor value. Not many years ago 
a case involving a shirt was appealed from 
a magistrate’s court to the superior court. 
and from there to the supreme court. A 
young man had deposited the garment in a 
laundry run by a gentleman of Oriental 
persuasion. He then lost ths ticket, and 
when he applied for the cleaned article, he 
met the dictum: “No ticket, no shirtee.”’ 
Out of sheer humorous deviiment suit was 
brought and carried to the highest court in 
the state. High salaried judges weré forced 
to devote much time establishing the legai 
Status of a laundry ticket. 

One of Judge ‘Bleckley’s most interesting 
decisions is in a case involving a hat lost 
in a barber shup while the owner wags being 
shaved. It came up from a justice court. 

These sort of cases tend to make the law 
ridiculous. While it can be argued that all 
persons, no matter how insignificant their 
complaint, should have the benefit of all the 
legal machinery the law provides, yet the 
practical result of permitting appeals in 
cases of small vaiue is to give those in 
means to pay the costs of litigation immense 
advantage over persons of no means.

CONGRESS FACES 
BG LOT OF WORK 


Before It Can Take Up Anti- 
Trust Legislation Sought 
by the President—Leaders 
Want to Limit Session. 


Washington, January 18.—Congress 
hag much business to transact before 
ft undertakes consideration of anti- 
trust legislation concerning which 
President Wilson will address it on 
Tuesday, and it is the aim of demo- 
cratic leaders to shorten the session 
as much as possible. 

With the congressional campaign 
coming next fall and the republicans 
and progressives already active, the 
majority leaders are insistent that all 
legislative business be disposed of be- 

fore July 1 at the latest, in order that 
ae ery man can be in his district to 
fight for retention of a democratic ma- 
jority in both houses of the next con- 
gress. The fact that senatorial con- 
tests under the direct elections amend- 
ment to the constitution are pending 
in many states, makes the situation 
more urgent from a campaign stand- 
point. 

President Wilson, as gnw agader of 
the dominant party, is as eager as the 
chieftain in congress to limit the ses- 
sion as touch as possible, and all are 
pulling together to expedite legislative 
matters. Conferences on legislative 
program will be held in the near fu- 
ture. 

To Olear Way for Trust Legislation. 

It is practically certain that appro- 
priation bills and many other impor- 
tamt matters will be out of the way be- 
fore the trust program is ready. 
Among the most important measures 
pending are the Alaskan railroad bill, 
which will pass the senate next Thurs- 
day; rural credit legislation, to be un- 
dertaken by the banking and currency 
committee soon; regulation of stock 
exchanges as proposed in the Owen bill 
upon which house hearings are to be- 
gin February 4, and the Panama canal 
tolls question, which will come up in 
a joint resolution introduced by Rep- 
resentative Adamson, chairman of the 
interstate and foreign commerce com- 
mittee. which would suspend condition- 
ally for two years the provision of the 


age to American coastwise vessels. All 
“proposed legislation, it now is prac- 
tically agreed, cannot be crowded 
through at this time, but what bills 
are to be sidetracked has not been de- 
termined, and this will be the subject 
of legislative conferences from time to 
time between party leaders and the 
president, as the session progresses. 

The Alaskan railroad bill and the 
‘agricultural extension bill will occupy 
the attenion of the senate most of this 
week. The Alaskan bill, which was 
urged by the president in his last 
message ard would provide for a gov- 
ermment built and operated railroad 
into the interior of the territory, is 
certain to pass. Senator Chamberlain 
secured unanimous consent for a vote 
for Thursday. There is little opposi- 
tion to the bill, and the house already 
has the same subject under considera- 
tion, to be taken up again Wednes- 
day. 

The Farm Extension Bill. 

With the Alaskan bill out of the way, 
Senator Smith, of Georgia, will present 
the agricultural‘ extension bill, which 
would provide ultimately an annual 
appropriation of $3,000,000 to be ex- 
pended through the state agricultural 
colleges in educating farmers on ad- 
vanced agricultural lines. An amend- 
ment to increase the ultimate appro- 
Priation to $6,000,000 offered by Sena- 
tor Simmons, of North Carolina, is 
pending. 

Senator Kern, chairman of the priv- 
ileges and election committee, tomor- 
row will submit the report recommend- 
ing that. Blair Lee, of Maryland, be 
seated as the successor to Senator 
Jackson. The majority will attempt 
to reach a vote on the report as soon 
as possible. How far republican lead- 
érs will go in opposing the seating of 
Mr. Lee has not been indicated. Favor- 
able action would give the democrats 
a tajority of seven in the senate 
There still is a vacancy in Alabama. 
the committee having voted adversely 
on the credentials of Frank P. Glass, 
to succeed the late Senator Johnston. 

In the house appropriation bills are 
well under way. The District of Co- 
lumbia bill ready has been passed, and 
is pending in the senate committee. 
The postoffice bill, the largest of them 
all, is being debated, complicated by 
the “rider” exempting assistant post- 
masters from the civil service, and a 
second amendment to provide $25,000,- 
000 annual appropriation proposed by 
the roads committee for distribution 
@mong the various states on condition 
of cqual local appropriations. The mil- 
itary, fortifications, agricultural and 
Indian bills are ready to bring in at a 
moment's notice, and one field is being 
cleared for new legislative enterprises. 

Talk of Caucus on Suffrage. 


A caucus of house democrats on the 
question of creating a house commit- 
tee on suffrage was being agitated by 
western members today. They declared 
if the full committee on rules should 
affirm the democratic majority of that 
committee in voting adversely upon 
the proposition the issue would be put 
squarely to the party in caucus.

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16 FUROPEAN NATIONS 
BAN WORLD EXPOSITIONS 


They Sign Agreement Not to 
Participate Except at Three- 
Year Intervals. 


New York, January 18.—A semi-con- 


tractual agreement among sixteen Eu- 
ropean nations not to participate of- 
ficially in international expositions ex- 
cept at three-year intervals, beginning 
in October, 1912, was reported by rep- 
resentatives of these governments at a 
meeting in Berlin October 8-14, 1912, 
according to infor:wmation made public 
here tonight which has reached. the 
American committee to celebrate the 
hundredth anniversary of peace among 
English speaking nations. The Amer- 
ican government was represented un- 
officlally at this meeting and did not 
become one of the signatory nations. 

A copy of the document of agree- 
ment—-the original is in possession of 
the French government—has been 
placed in the hands of the state depart- 
ment by John A. Stewart, chairman of 
the executive committee of the Amer- 
ican peace committee. 

Known as Bertin Pact. 
The understanding, known in Kurope 
the Berlin agreement, is the sole 
basis for the recent reputed anti- 
American contract, apparently mani- 
festing itself in a refusal to give of-

of land of similar size to the London 
area, situated between State street and 
Michigan avenue, exclusive of. build- 
ings, has been valued at $84,000,000, or |

the Duke of Bedford. The Chicago | 
price averages over $100 a square foot 
for the land alone. The Chicago dis- 
patch adds that the highest price vet!

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Improvement in General Trade 
Situation Expected to Ad- 
vance Price of Staple. 


New Orleans, January 19.—The cot- 


ton market this week promises to 


break away from statistics to some ex- | 


tent and pay more attention to the 
general trade, situation. The census 
bureau will issue a report on ginning 
Friday, carrying the crop down to Jan- 
uary 16, but the amount of cotton to be 
_added to the previcus total can hardly 
be over 200,000 bales under any cir- 
cumstances, and, by many, it is not 
considered of any great importance. 

Those who lean to the bull side are 
greatly interested in the.more opti- 
mistic feeling generally in this country 
and abroad, as expressed in an easier 
tone in the wma 4 markets and the 
tendency of securities to work to high- 
er levels. 

Improvement Is Expected. 

Signs of further improvement will 
be eagerly watched for this week. 
Bulls hope to see labor better em- 
ployed and more idle plants start up. 
improvement of this sort would un- 
doubtedly lead to fresh endeavor in 
the cotton market looking toward a 
higher range of values. 

So far as the ginning returns are 
concerned, the trade, generally speak- 
ing, does not look for a report as large 
as that of last year, which was 181,525 
bales for the period. Two years ago 
zinning for the period amounted to 
96,797 bales and three years ago to 
168,632. Bearish opinion probably 
ranges up to 175,000 bales, while bull- 
ish expectations go as low as 100,000 
bales. It is safe to say that the aver- 
aze of opinion is somewhere around 
150,000 bales. This will be the last of 
the government semi-monthly ginning 
reports of this season. The final fig- 
ures will be issued March 29. 


The Spot Situation. 

The spot situation will attract more 
wttention than it has been getting as 
there are signs of a revival in the de- 
mand and of more interest on the part 
of buyers in low grades which, it has 
been claimed, are a glut on the market 
this season. t tes 

Bulls hope for a better demand whic 
will reduce stocks at ports and in the 
fnterior and pave the way for bullish 
operations in the summer months, 
Bears do not consider that the demand 
can improve materially, since takings 
by mills thus far this season have 
been large and also, they do not think 
that manufacturers will risk heavy 
purchases of the low grades. Bulls, on 
the other hand, think that manufac- 
turers will find increased uses for the 
low grades. Developments: this week 
may throw considerable light on the 
spot situation.

Memphis reports that Missis- 
sippi and Arkansas yellow-pine mills 
have resumed after the holiday shut- 
down, and while prices are low, the 
feeling is better. Cineinnati reflects 
improvement in lumber, especially in 
manufacturing lines for shipment to 
Canada. 

Cotton Records Broken. 

Trade has broadened in textile lines. 
Revised prices for bleached cottons 
have evoked good orders, there is more 
interest in wash goods for spring and 
fall, and cotton yarns have improved in 
demand. December and four months’ 
cotton consumption has broken all rec- 
ords for those periods. In woolens, the 
opening of fail-weight men’s wear 
goods at prices 17 to 35 cents per yard 
below last season has developed some 
good buying. Raw woo! is firmer and 
more active in all markets, at home 
and abroad. Good sales are reported 
at Boston both in foreign and domestic 
wools, and territory and fleece grades 
are firmer to higher. Pulled wools are 
up several cents per pound. 

Leading commodity markets are nar- 
row, but higher on the week. The ce- 
reals have reversed last week’s move- 
ment, and are stronger all around. 
Wheat was dull and heavy early, with 
a large increase in the world’s visible 
supply, due to monthly revisions in Eu- 
rope. Later, poor Australian -and less 
satisfdctory Argentine advices, with 
smaller movement, and reports of en- 
larged export trade, caused a slow ad- 
vance of 1%@2 cents. Corn rallied 
from .the depression of last week 
cause by the talk of Argentine im- 
ports, and on lighter movement and 
better cash demand advanced late in 
the week about 1 cent. Oats sympa- 
thized with corn, and advanced about 
as much. 

Despite the failure of Liverpool to 
take last Friday’s jump in prices, due 
to the small census ginning report, 
very seriously, the market was strong 
most of the week. Some tendency to 
reduce cotton estimates was visible, 
and the census report of consumption 
for December, 482,198 bales, against 
445,275 bales in December, 1912, with a 
total of 1,977,471 bales consumed for 
four months of the cotton year, a gain 
of 107,464 bales, was regarded as a 
bullish feature, inducing the retirement 
of some bearish contracts and a net 
gain of 10 to 14 points on the week to 
Friday.

Dun’s Report Shows Fur- 
ther Strengthening of 
Business Confidence. 


Dun’s report says: ™ 

Changes in business conditions have 
been mainly in the direction of im- 
provement and confidence is further 
strengthened. The first real cold snap 
of the winter was decidedly favorable 
to those branches of retail trade large- 
ly dependent upon the weather, while 
the demand for fuel was also eccelerat- 
ed by the exceedingly low tempera- 
tures. A significant feature is the re- 
vival of activity in commercial paper, 
merchants. and manufacturers finding 
it possible to provide for their require- 
ments at considerably easier terms 
than heretofore. This development ob- 
viously reflects the betterment in the 
local monetary outlook, the return to 
circulation of the funds disbured in 
connection with the annual settlements 
having resulted in a substantial re- 
covery in banking reserves at New 
York. As foreshadowed by the recent 
movement in foreign exchange, gold 
was engaged at this center for ship- 
ment to Paris, and it is expected that 
large sums will be withdrawn before 
the current outgo ceases. Almost 
without exception, reports from the 
leading sections of the country indicate 
that mercantile and industrial enter- 
prises are being undertaken with in- 
creased vigor, and it is gratifying that 
signs of improvement are clearly ap- 
parent in iron and steel. 

Awaiting Rate Decision. 

There is no evidence that buyiag has 
expanded materially, the railroads con- 
tinuing to defer purchases pending the 
decision of the petition for an advance 
in freight rates; but steel mills are 
resuming and furnaces which had been 
banked over the holidays are again go- 
ing into blast. The leading interest is 
now running its plants at a more rapid 
pace and some contracting is noted for 
the first quarter at prices which con- 
sumers were not willing to consider a 
few weeks ago. A better tone is mani- 
fest in the primary dry goods markets, 
and very sharp reductions have been 
made in prices of men’s wear for fall. 
There is no sign of speculation in for- 
ward operations, but actual require- 
ments are being provided for and job- 
bers have derived encouragement from 
the easier monetary situation. 

Retailers are taking spring goods 
ordered for early distribution, and in 


some cases cancellations are less than | 


Conditions in wool are favor- 
able to holdings, as values are firm 
and the tendency upward. Manufac- 
turers show no hesitation about paying 
current prices, and strength is shown 
by all the markets of the world. A 
larger volume of business 
transacted in footwear, although as yet 
conspicuous activity has not develop- 
ed. Advices from New England do 
not suggest any especial change in 
leather, but the previous favorable fea- 
tures still prevail, and there is no ac- 
cumulation of supplies. The usual 
statistics of trade movements are not 
wholly favorable; bank clearings this 
week were 9%.7 per cent less than last 
vear and 3 per cent smaller than in 
1912, while gross railroad earnings for 
the first week of January showed a loss 
of 3.1 per cent as compared with a 
fear ago, although being 8.5 per cent 
n excess of 1912.

Burning Stalks, Straw and 


Grass. 


At this season of the vear, and when 
the weather is dry enough, the atmos- 
phere is often filled with the smoke 
from piles of burning brushheaps, 
broomsedge, crab grass and even corn 
and cotton stalks. 

The question often arises, “Would 
you burn off the broomsedge, or the 
thick coat ofcrab grass before attempt- 
ing to plow the land and get it ready 
for planting?’ The strict’ and undevi- 
ating scientific man will generally, and 
without hesitation, answer, “No, 
never,’ and will probably launch into 
a, dissertation on the value to the soil 
of the vegetabDie matter if turned under 
to rot and thus return to the soi] the 
carbon which comprises the great bulk 
of the refuse rcatter and which was 
drawn entirely from the air. He will 
coil you, and tell you truly, that the 
turning under of vegetable matter is 
but an adaptation of nature’s method 
of filling the soil with humus, which 
is nothing more than decaying veget- 
able matter, otherwise known as black 
mold. It might also be added that this 
process of turning under vegetable 
matter that was produced by the soil 
and air will make the soil more and 
more responsive in yields of succeed- 
ing crops, provided only that’ the plant 
food removed from the soil by such 
preceding crops shall be restored—in 
part at least—by the addition of fer- 
tilizers containing available phosphoric 
acid and potash. This is true enough, 
and it explains why a crop of oats, or 
other small grain, suppiving a consid- 
erable quantity of vegetable matters in 
the stubble of roots and especially 
when followed by a crop of cowpeas, 
and more especially when the manure 
resulting from feeding farm animals 
on the oats and oat straw and cowpea 
hay or manure from gome other source, 
Shall have been returned to the soil. 

But there are sometimes “circum- 
Stances that alter cases.” For in- 
stance, what is the farmer to do when 
he has no plow suitable for, or cap- 
able of, turning under the remaining 
waste matter from a crop of corn or a 
crop of cotton, or the dead crab grass 
irom a small grain fleld that was not 
plowed or pastured off the preceding 
summer. Of course, such work should 
have been done as early as possible in 
the fall; for in the early months of 
the new year it is even more difficult 
to turn under such matters, The aver- 
age southern farmer has nothing more 
effective than a gcooter stock and a 
one-horse “‘turn shovel—a “‘mighty (7?) 
poor” implement, except perhaps in a 
field that doesn’t need any plowing.

Now, this is not an argument, per se 
in favor of burning off land, but is a 
mere suggestion of a choice between 
evils.

Better still, they should 
have been well plowed and harrowed 
quite early in the fall and sown in oats 
for harvesting, or in rye for pasture 
and turning under in March. This ar- 
ticle is more of rebuke for not doing 
these things in the fall than an apol- 
ogy for having to burn off the land in 
late winter or early spring, in order 
to be able to get it in proper condition 
to plant. 

I have no doubt the cost of turning 
over such fields in the fall rather than 
burning off now or later, would be 
much more than overbalanced by the 
increased yield of the succeeding crops 
compared with late and imperfect 
preparation.

At Mercy of Cotton Buyer. 

This condition of affairs, Mr. Lever 
said tonight, exists to an extent in ev- 
ery cotton-producing state each year. 

“The cotton farmer, in the sale of 
his cottgn, is absolutely at the mercy 
of the local buyer in the matter of 
grades in 99 cases out of 100,” said Mr. 

“Except for the determining 
factors of dirt, trash and stains, the 
farmer has no way of knowing what 
grade of cotton he is about to sell, and 
is forced to sell at the grade deter- 
mined by the buyer, and many of the 
buyers are almost as lacking in infor- 
mation as the farmer himself.

BROTHERHOOD OF MAN 
URGED BY DR. WALKER 


Classes Closely Together, 
He Says. 


Declaring that. Christianity should 
be the means of bringing all classes 
closely together, Rev. Hugh K. Walk- 
er, in his sermon at the First Presby- 
terian church yesterday, pointed out to 
the members of his congregation their 
task in the twentieth century. 


Sunday,” he. said, “must not be a 
stranger in the flesh on Monday. And 
those who would count themselves good 
must not insist on keeping their broth- 
erly love in the same wardrobe with 
their Sunday clothes. It was no alr 
castle, no palace of dreams that Saint 
Paul sought to build in writing the 
words of our text. He was the original 
engineer in the School of His Blessed 
Master. And I like to think of him 
as a mighty builder—as one who was 
building a Bridge of Mystic Brother- 
hood. I think of it as a mystic broth- 
erhood because it all centers in the 
person of Our Lord and Savior, Jesus 


yet marvelously strange relationship 
which we one and all bear to him, who 
is our elder brother. 

Epistle to Philemon. 

Dr. Walker took as his text the Epis- 
tle written by Saint Paul to Philemon. 
Philemon, who was a Christian, he ex- 
plained, had a worthless slave, named 
Onessimus. The time came when the 


slave ran away, came to Rome, became 
a Christian, and then bearing a letter 
from Paul to His Master, returned to 
serve his owner again, and to be a 
good worker. 

Therefore, when Onessimus returned 
to his master he occupied a new re- 
lationship, which would be in its very 
nature enduring. While he was still 
a slave he would be something more 
than a servant—he would be the Broth- 
er Beloved—both in the flesh and in 
the Lord. And this the master recog- 
nized. 

Dr. Walker pointed out the great 
gulf between the slave and the master 
in those days. “And yet,” he said, 
“Christianity brought these widely sep- 
arated classes together in the Church 
of the Living God. 


“And if that was the effect of gospel | 


preaching in the first century, might 
it not be---ought it not to be the ef- 
fect of the same gospel preaching in 
the twentieth century? And who does 
not realize that it is sorely needed? 
There are crying sins against Brother- 
hood today—-the arraying of class 
against class in our social and indus- 
trial system—the widening of the gulf 
between the better educated and bet- 
ter conditioned people and the less 
cultured and less fortunate folks with 
whom they are. continually thrown. 
Prejudice on Both Sides. 

“It is not all on one side, either— 
this aloofness and lack of fraternity. 
There is prejudice upon tthe one hand 
as well as the other.

But if Christianity is ever to prevail 
it must recognize as its
